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The very fact that the Soviet government addressed precisely the Musiias testified 
to the fact that the sain thing for ¥. |. Lenin and the Bolehevike was the anti- 
laperialist thrust of the liberation sovements under Musiia slogans and the need 
for an alliance between Soviet Mussia, the world proletariat, and the national 1i- 
beration movement. And this was convincingly affirmed by ¥. I. Lenin's answer to 
the following question by the American news agency, the United Press (1919: “What 
are the tactics of the Russian Soviet Republic with respect to Afghanistan, india, 
and other Musii# countries outside the borders of Museia?” V. I. Lenin emphasized 
that the activities of the Soviet state with respect to the Muslia countries pro- 
ceeded entirely from an attempt to assist in all manner of ways the independent, 
free development of each people, from an unconditiona) rejection of everything 
which would strengthen the “yoke of a few ‘civilised’ capitalists on the working 
gasses of their ovn Coynteies and on hundreds of siliions of people in the colonies 
of Asia, Afrika, ete.” 


The first few years of the young Soviet state's existence were unusually difficult 
because of the foreign intervention, civil war, and the economic disruption which 
they caused. And yet, even in these years, Soviet Russia was already rendering 
enormous aid to the struggle of such Muslia countries as Afghanistan, Iran, Turkey, 
against the laperialists, who were attempting to turn them into their own colonies 
or semi-colonies. 


When in 1919 the Afghan people unleashed a struggle for independence against the 
Pritish colonialists, the new emir of Afghanistan, Amanulia Khan, addressed a pro- 
posal to the Soviet goverment to establish friendly relations. in the @ir's nes- 
sage the leaders of the Soviet state were called “friends of mankind,” who had pro- 
Claimed the Rrincipie of liberty and equal rights for the entire world's countries 
and peoples. immediately upon receiving this sessage, ¥. I. Lenin and M. I. Ka- 
linin sent an answer to Afghanistan in which they expressed the desire to establish 
the closest poesibie friendly relations between the two countries. 


An official Afghan @ission was sent to Moscow, headed by General Muhammed ¥ali- 
hhan. In October 1919, within a few days after thie siesion had arrived in Noscov, 
v. 1. Lenin received Muhammed Wali-cKhan and had a friendly conversation with hia. 
oubsequentiy the head of the Soviet state sent a sessage to the Afghan air in 
which the following was said: “From the very first days of the Afghan people's 
struggle for its independence the Workers’ and Peasants’ Government of Russia was 
not slow to recognize the new state of affairs in Afghanistan; it triumphantly re- 
cognized the latter's complete independence and sent its own emissaries there to 
create permanent and unwavering ties between Moscow and Kabul.” Noting that he had 
learned from conversations with Muhammed Wali-Khan of the Afghan people's desire to 
obtain wilitary aid from the Pussian people against British isperialias, V. I. Lenin 
wrote that the Soviet government 9— “inclined to render such aid to the Afghan peo- 
ple in the gost extensive amounts.” 


Such aid was indeed rendered. in addition to ailitary supplies, the HOFSR gave Af- 
ghanistan 4 radio station a6 4 gift, and Soviet specialists constructed the first 
telegraph line in the country. But this aid did not exhaust the exten’ of Soviet 


support for the Afghan's people's struggle against British iaperiaiias. Having 
routed the British interventioniste in Turkestan, the Red Army completely cut off 














thelr plane to transfer troops from the Kush region through the Herat into the 
Central Afghan provinces. As a result of the Afghan people's heroic struggle and 
the ald which Joviet Russia had rendered to it, Britain was compelled to cease ite 
military actions, and then to recognise the independence of Afghanistan as well, 
The strengthening of this country's international position was greatiy facilitated 
by the Soviet-Afghan Treaty which was signed on 26 February 1921 and which estab- 
lished friendly relations--this was the first fully empowered treaty which wae 
cone \uded by the independent Afghan state. 


The Soviet government initiated the establishment of equitable and friendly rela- 
tione with neighboring Iran. As early as January 1916 it denounced the Angio-Rus- 
sian Agreement of 1907 concerning the division of spheres of influence in Persia, 
emphasizing that the “Counci] of People's Commissars only considers valid such rela- 
tione wit Persia which are based on a free agreement and on sutual respect between 
peoples,’ 


The first Soviet diplomatic agent, . 2. bravin, in January 1916 brought to Tehe- 
ran a message from the Soviet government, signed by V.1. Lenin, which stated the 
following: ‘The Workers’ and Peasants’ Government of Russia fully empowers Comrade 
Bravin to enter into negotiations with the Government of His Majesty the Shah of 
Persia in order to conclude trade and other friendly agreements whose goal is not 
only the establishment of relations but also the joint struggle with the people of 
Iran against the world's gost predatory imperialist government--that of the British, 
whose intrigues to thie day are vegietias the peace of iran's peace-loving people 
and are undermining Your country. 


On 26 February 1921 a Soviet-Iranian Treaty was signed in Moscow--this was the first 
fully empowered treaty concluded by Iran with a great power during the last two 
centuries. It expressed the Leninist principles of the Soviet state's foreign 
pol'ey. “Owr Persian treaty,” remarked People's Commissar of Foreign Affaire 6.V. 
Chicherin, “which represents in a pure and clear form the principle of national 
liberation of the East with che absolute non-interference in the in affaires 
of any given country, has played a very direct and very large role. 


The Soviet government renounced all the privileges and concessions which the tearist 
and provisional governments had had at their disposal in iran. All treaties, con- 
ventions, and agreements which Tsarist Russia had concluded with third powers “to 
the detriment of Persia and with regard to it,” were abrogated. Assets in the 

total amount of 562 aillion gold rubles which had previously belonged to Russia 
vere transferred to Iran. This treaty laid a fires foundation for the development 
of good-neighborly relations between the two countries, and it exerted an enormous 
influence on the strengthening of Iran's international position as an independent 
state. It was not by chance that immediately after the conclusion of this treaty 
the iranian goverment annulled the inequitable Anglo-iranian Treaty of 1919. 


in @ Gpecial address of the People's Commissariat of Foreign Affairs of the RSFSR, 
dated 1) September 1919, “To the Workers and Peasants of Turkey,” the basic posi- 
tions of the Soviet Republic's policy were set forth with regard to the neighboring 
Muslim country, positions based upon the principles of friendship and good-neigh- 
borliness. This address called upon the working Maalime of Turkey to take the 
solution of the destiny of their country into their own hands and to unite with the 














working people of the entire world against the laperialist oppressors, 


From the very first days of the national liberation war against the troops of the 
Entente the Turkish people had turned their gage to the Soviet state, which had 
prociaimed the principles of the equal rights, liberty, and independence of peopies, 
and which had proclaimed to the world that it was ready to support al) peoples «ho 
were struggling for liberation from the yoke of imperiaiian. On 26 April 1920, 
“itmin three days of the opening of the Great National Assembly of Turkey, Kema) 
Ataturk in the name of the assembly addressed a letter to the Soviet government 
with a request to establish diplomatic relations and to render aid to Turkey. The 
following was stated in this letter: "We take upon ourselves the obligations of 
combining aii our work and all our @ilitary operations with the Dussian Bolsheviks, 
“ho have the goal of struggling against the laperialist governments and the libe- 
ration of ali those oppressed peoples from under their power. for the purpose of 
expelling the imperialist forees which are occupying our territory and in order to 
increase our internal strength to continue the common struggle against isperialica, 
we request Soviet Mussia to give us in the form of first aid 5 sillion Turkish liras 
in gold, weapons, and military supplies in an amount which gay be determined in 
negotiations, and, moreover, certain ae hog py means and sanitary material, 
as well as foodstuffs for our troops.” in ite reply the Soviet government 
declared ite recognition of the government of Turkey, and it emphasieed that during 
“these days which are difficult for Turkey it te glad to lay down 4 firm foundation 
of friendship which should unite the Turkish and Russian peoples. This answer 
by the ROPSR was greeted with great sat) «action in Suber. Soviet Russia's 
struggle against the taperialist predato™ and ite readiness to render 
Turkey was highly thought of. “The Great ‘National Assembly of Turkey,” 
—* goverment statel in a letter to the "eople's Com 
GC. \. Qhieherin, dated June 1920, “is confident that in ite 
vill “find all manner of support from tie great Russian Soviet

The Soviet government was the first in the world to give de jure recognition to the 
Great National Assembiy of Turkey at a tige when the Western powers with weapons 

in their hands were attempting w destroy Turkish statehood and divide up the 
country's territory among themselves. On 16 March 1921 a Soviet-Turkish Treaty of 
Friendship and Brotherhood was signed in Moscow; it strengthened Turkey's sover- 
elgnty and international status and substantially facilitated ite national libera- 
tion struggle. 


In answering the request of the Great National Assembly, the Soviet government 
rendered effective military and economic aid to Turkey. The outstanding Soviet 
general, ™. V¥. Prunge, was sent to Turkey, and he participated in working out the 
plan for the Turkish Army's general offensive against the interventionists. Soviet 
Russia's policy with respect to Turkey created extremely favorable conditions for 
the success of the Turkish people's liberation struggle. 


The 1921 treaties with Iran, Afghanistan, and Turkey became iaportant factore in 
strengthening the independence of these Musiia countries. They reflected the 
Leninist policy of supporting the national liberation struggle of the Muslia and 
other oppressed countries against imperialiaa. Moreover, the very spirit of these 




















treaties and Ube legal formuias of their articles provide convincing testiaony to 
the fact that Soviet support of the nationa) liberation aspirations of the Muslia 
peop.ee was combined «ith an unwavering and scrupulous laplementation of the prin- 
Clip. es of non-interference in the internal affairs of their countries. 


¥. I, Lenin took an active part in the practical implementation of these Soviet 
treaties with Afghanistan, iran, and Turkey. He personally instructed the Soviet 
Gipiomate who were sent to these countries. in his instructions to the Soviet 
ambassador plenipotentiary to Turkey, 5. i. Araiov, V. I. Lenin emphasised that we 
needed “a great deal of patient, careful, and attentive work; we need to skillfully 
demonstrate, to explain not in words but in deeds the difference between the old, 
tearist Russia and Soviet Russia. This is our task, and you as an ambassador aust 
be the conduit of the Soviet policy of non-interference in their affairs, as well 

ac an advocate of sincere friendship among our peoples. The main thing,” conti- 
nued /ladimir Il'ich, “is to show respect for the common people. Sxplain our 
position of disinterested friendship and non-interference in the internal life of 
the country, in contrast to the predatory and plundering policy of the isperialists. 
This is our task. Tell them what kind of aid there will be; sost likely we will 
help with weapons, and if necessary we will give them other kinds of aid. Study 
the language, get to know the common peopie, the public figures, don't shut yourself 
ap behind fences or fortress walls froa ne working people, a6 Used to.be done by ~ 
the ambassadors of the autocratic tear.” 


Vv. 1. Lenin's concern for friendship with the Musiia countries found a warm response 
in their hearts. The prominent religious leader Mouilawi Seifur Rakhman arrived 
together with the first Afghan aission to Moscow. He requested NN. N. Narimanov, 

who had met the mission, to point out V. I. Lenin to hia. When this was done, 
Seifur Rakhman said: “His preaching and his attitude towards the oppressed people 
ciearly distineg«w sh hia from among the — politicians and leaders of the 
entire world. in him | see a prophet.” 


The people and political leaders of Turkey highly esteemed the Leninist policy. 
During the days of sorrow in connection with V. I. Lenin's death the following 
declaration vas proclaimed in the Turkish aajlis: “Five years ago, when we were sur- 
round-d by enemies on all sides and our position seemed hopeless, the Government of 
Lenin, which vas struggling against world imperialias, understood the correctness 
of our cause and rendered moral and material aid to us. This profoundly respected 
man manifested his good disposition to us during our darkest days.... There vere 
enemies on 411 our borders, And then Lenin stretched out a helping hand to us. 
During oF most difficult somentse he always encouraged us by his letters and tele- 
creas.” +. 


The Soviet state's contribution to the ilberation struggle of the Arabs has been . 
great. At the time of the victory of the Great (ctober Socialist Revolution not a 
Single one of the Arab countries yet possessed state sovereignty. Soviet foreign 
policy exerted a very powerful influence on the struggle of the peoples of these 

countries for inde ence. Of great support for the Arab patriots was the publi- 
cation by the Soviet government of the secret treaties of the iaperialist powers; 


from them it became known to Arab public opinion that Britain, though it had conclu- 
ded during World War I an agreement with certain Arab religious and feudal leaders 
providing for the creation of en independent Arab state, was actmally deceiving the 








Arabs, having made 4 deal with France on dividing up the Arab territories of the 
Ottoman Bapire. 


The Egyptian historian Sh. A. ash-Ghafil has characterised the role played by the 
Soviet state at the time of the Egyptian people's national uprising in 1919 in the 
following aanner: “For the first time in the history of gankind there appeared a 
great power which did not wish to colonise anyone, to occupy anyone, or exploit any- 
one, a state which took a position at the side of all the liberation forces of the 
world, This new state proposgs ame aid to Saad Zaghlul, but he became frightened 
and answered with a refusal.” 


The Libyan Arabs aleo counted on support from the USSR in their struggle for inde- 
pendence. in 1922 they sent their representative to Kemal Ataturk with a letter 
which, in particular, stated the following: “In the name of Allah the All-Nerciful 
the African Arabs ask for arms aid. They want to unleash actions against the West- 
ern powers and iaperialism in order to liberate the oppressed =r peoples from 
the chains of slavery and to grant the Africans a free life.”!/ This letter also 
contained information about a Libyan appeal for aid to Soviet Russia. Soon the lea- 
der of the Libyan Arabs sent a friendly nessagy, to the Soviet government by means of 
5. 1. Aralov, the Soviet ambassador in Ankara. 


The soviet government condemned the Treaty of Sevres and other treaties of the Ver- 
sailles system, especially the regiae of mandates. In a note from the RSFSR repre- 
sentative in London, L. B. Krasin, to Curgon, dated 16 .ay 1923 the following state- 
ment was sade: “At the present time Palestine and Syria are in the so-called mandate 
status. ‘ Russian government does not recognize this new form of international 
status.” 


Testimony concerning the relationship of Syrian patriots to Soviet Russia is pro- 
vided by a report of the Committee for Arab Unity which was compiled at the end of 
1920. This document included a section with the heading “The Arabs and the Soviet 
Government.” The following is stated therein: “The government of Lenin and his 
friends and the great revolution which they have raised for liberating the East 
from the yoke of the tyrants is honored by the Arabs for ite great force, which is 
capable of giving them happiness and prosperity. The happiness and peace of the 
entire world depends on an alliance between the Arabs and the Bolsheviks.” The re- 
port sounded this call: “Long live Lenin, his comradge, and the Soviet regime! Long 
live the alliance of all Islam with the Bolsheviks! 


The facts cited here bear convincing *estimony to the fact that it was only with 
the victory of the Great October Revolution that the Muslia peoples found a reli- 
able and disinterested ally who sincerely empathized with and aided the struggle 
for their liberation and rebirth. 


As the economic might and international authority of the USSR grew during the 
1920's and 1930's, the moral and political support which the Soviet state rendered 
to the peoples of the Sast who were fighting for their freedom became sore and sore 
substantial. New possibilities were opened up for rendering economic aid to the 
countries of the East, in particular, such Muslia countries as Turkey, Afghanistan, 
and iran. 





The Seviet Union rendered effective aid to the Turkish Hepublic in creating 4 nua- 
ber of sectors of ite national economy. In 19% the USSR granted Turkey creiite 
amounting to © miliion dollars for a term of 20 years. The extremely advantageous 
nature of the Soviet credit must be noted: it was long-term, interest-free, and was 
to be amortized not by gold but by deliveries of Turkish agricultural goods. The 
-owlet credit wae earmarked for building a number of industrial projects, in parti- 
Clee textile industrial enterprises, and it comprised a third of all the capital 
investments in the countr)'s industry during the peiod of the first Turkish five- 
year plan (19¥%--1938). ite funds were used with the multifaceted cooperation of 
Joviet specialists to built very large textile combines in the cities of Kayseri and 
Nagilli, which after they began operations produced 75 vercent of the country's 
entire output of cotton fabrics. The great political in, ortance of this credit con- 
sists in the fact that it facilitated the break-up of the financial blockade of Tur- 
key which had been conducted by the Western countries. 


aring the late 1920's and early 1930's the USSR constructed a number of national- 
economic projects in Afghanistan. Soviet-Afghan trade was expanded, which was of 
great importance since during the period of the world economic crisis the prices in 
the world capitalist market for Afghan raw materials fell considerably. in Soviet- 
\fghan trade the correlation of prices for Afghanistan during those years, in con- 
trast, continued to iaprove. 


The trade treaty which was concluded between the Soviet Union and Iran in 1924 was 
for Iran the first treaty with a great power which fuily recogniged its sovereign 
rights and privileges, as well as its commercial and political interests. The So- 
viet government vas the first to recognize the decision by the government of this 
country in the sphere of foreign trade policy, directed at eliminating the regime 
of capitulations and the introduction of a foreign-trade state monopoly as well as 
customs autonomy of Iran. 


On 17 Sareh 1929 a customs convention was signed between the Uso and iran. These 
inter-governmental documents played an important role in the development of Soviet- 
iranian trade ties, and they facilitated the formation of iren s independent course 
in foreign-trade policy at the end of the 1920's and the be ctaning of the 1930's. 
it is well known that the development of Soviet-Iranian trade had a particularly 
beneficial effect for Iran during the period of the worldwide economic crisis of 
1929--1933. uring these years the Soviet Union became the principal, and some- 
times even the sole buyer of goods which constituted the chief items of Iran's ex- 
ports. 


During the period between the two World Wars the Soviet Union rendered steady sup- 
port to the Arab peoples. In the 1920's the Soviet government on several occasions 
proclaimed its non-recognition of the mandate system and set forth demands for the 
granting to all peoples of the rights to self-determination (during these years 
Britain exercised League of Nations sandates over Iraq, Palestine, and Trans-Jor- 
dan, while France had mandates over Syria and Lebanon). 


The Soviet Union was the first to recognize and conclude equitable treaties with 
the Arab states. ‘Contacts between the USSR and Hejaz, a sovereign Arab state which 
came into being after the October Revolution, vere established in 1923, when the 
representative of Hejaz vas received by C. V. Chicherin at the time of the Lausanne 
Conference. in 1924 an exchange of diplomatic missions took place. When Nadjd /?/ 














and Hejae merged in 1926 under the rule of Abd al-Agie ibn Saud (on the basis of 
this union Saudi Arabia was formed), the Soviet Union was the first to recognise 
the new state and establish diplomatic relations with it. Trade and economic coo- 
peration also began between these two states. Soviet ships brought to this country 
not only acutely needed goods but also thousands of Musiia pi from the neigh- 
boring countries in order to oc. aplete their hadj /pi . The soral-political 
and economic support which the Soviet Union rendered to Saudi Arabia during the dif- 
ficult time of the centralised state's emergenc _lled the iaperialist powers to 
abandon their economic boycott and interferenc n the country’s internal affairs. 


The Soviet Union came to the aid of Yemen during .« period of British aggression 
in 1929 and the blockade of Yemeni ports. On 1 November 1925 a Soviet-Yemeni trea- 
ty of friendship and trade was signed in Sana; it broke up the economic and diplo- 
matic blockade of Yemen which had been established by British imperialies. This 
featy aided the improvement of the economic position of Yemen, which needed food- 
«.ulis and industrial goods, as weil as the expansion of its international ties. 


Juring the years of sorld War ii the Soviet Union, by playing a decisive role in the 
rout of Hitler's Germany, Saved the Muslia countries of the East from the threat of 
fascist enslavement. 


in te ailitary-strategic pians of Hitler's high commard the attack on the USSR was 
Closely tied in with plans to seize the Near cast and the Middie Hast. After tak- 
ing the buropean part of the USSH, the fascists planned to mount an offensive 
against iran and irag siaultaneously from Libya (through egypt and [alestine,, from 
Bulgaria (through Turkey), and from Transcaucasia, it is known that Hitler coujted 
on occupying Turkey after eliminating Russia.” Following this, it was planned to 
invade Afghanistan and India. However, the Soviet Amy's heroic resistance led to 
the rout of the fascist troops an”. the complete collapse of the plans for the Aris 
powers to dominate the countries of the Near East and Middle Last. 


The struggle of the Soviet Ary against the fascist aggressors was also very iapor- 
tant for the Arab countries of North Africa. Since 1942 military actions in this 
region began to experience the ever-increasing influence of events on the Soviet- 
German front. The fascist armies began to run short of aircraft, arms, military 
supplies, and reserves, which had been ground up at Stalingrad. This factor played 
® substantial role in the defeat of Rommel's army in the autumn of 1942 and in the 
liberation of all of North Africa by May 1943. The elimination of the fascist 
threat to the «rab countries created the conditions for a new upsurge of the liber- 
ation movement. his upsurge set with understanding and support from the USSR, 
which right during those war.ige years established relations with such Arab coun- 
tries as Egypt (1943, and Iraq (September 1944). The increased international au- 
thority of the USSR played a substantial role in the de facto implementation of the 
independence of Syria and webanon, which had been declared pro forma at the end of 
1941. Having recognized the governments of these countries in June and August 
1944. the USSR subsequently conducted a policy of protecting their national sove- 
reignty. in particular, the USSA's decisive support of Syria and Lebanon in May 
1945 broke up France's atiempt to restore its domination over these young Arab 
States. 


The Arab comtriee were weil ware of the enormous positive importance of 
the USSR's policy, aimed at supporting the cause of the national liberation of the

PRC'S TREATMENT OF TIBETAN MINORITY CRITICIZED

[Text] The Ghinese leaders ave become extraordinarily interested in questions of 
national end religiow: policy. hie te evidently ao accident since both the one and 
the other problem ere closely interrelated. The fact te thet particularly among the 
non-Chinese peoples, vho number sore than 50 eillion persone, « very high percentese 
of believers is to be noted: Moslems, Buddhists and followers of other religious 
denominations. Leading sewepapere, designated for dissemination abroad, ere full of 
articles that are meant to create the illusion in the eves of readers of an osten- 
sibly “new,” constructive approach by the authorities to problems of reletions of 
non-Chinese gaseee with beliewere. There has been « garked increase in the number 
of radio broadcasts in languages of national ainorities and in the emount of time on 
the sir. Ther, the Tibetan radio setetion is sow operating 12 houre «4 day. 


The maneuvers which Beijing te obliged to resort to in thie ephere are perfectiy 
wederetande>le. They reflect the desire, on the one hand, to slightly open the 
“religiows valve" in order to reduce political ferment ineide the country and, on 
the other, to utilise the masees of the nations] einorities, which umber aillions 
and have been driven to despair by the Giinese rulers’ policy of diecriminetion in 
implementation of their ambitious plane of transforming Chine into « “superpower.” 
Such « policy te fraught with eany dangers since, deaepite the hypocritical gestures, 
it fe dictated by the same Great-China, hegemonic aspirations of Beijing's ruling 
circles. 


Special attention is now being paid to Tibet--one of the ereatest highlands in the 
world, located in the extreme southwestern part of Chine. The population of this 
eutonomous region in the greet aajority adheres to Buddhiem, sore precisely, ite 
Tibetan-Mongolian variety--Lamaien. Bringing to ite side almost two million Tibet- 
ane with the help of demagogic promises of « “better life” te bound to etreagthen 
belief in the positive cherecter of the central government in the eves of other son- 
Chinese faith-professing peoples and aleo to sake thee an obedient tool f) the hands 
of Beijing's leaders as well ae to lighten the task of creating “advance poste” 
alone ite frontier vith India, Mongolie and the USSR.

People's Government and the local Tibetan government on measures for peaceful lib- 
eretion of Tibet, the Tibetan people ware provided the possibility of developing on 
an all-round basis their economy and culture while depending on close ties with the

Chinese people. From the firet days, however, nationalist forces in the Communiet 
Party of Ghina tried in every possible way to distort the truly revolutionary, inter 
nationaliet approech © the solution of «a number of national problems and etrove to 
implement the Great-Chine aime of Mao Zedong in regard to national minorities. In 
1959, the people of Tibet, driven to desperation by the actione of the Maoist col- 
onizers, @ounted an insurrection that was cruelly put down, ‘Since then, many thou- 
sands of Tibetana, headed by their spiritual leader, the Delei Lama, have been forced 
to live abroad, while their compatriots, who remain in Tibet, find themselves in the 
position of “second-clese” people. 


Specialiste and eyewitnesses believe that today the population of Tibet lage signif- 
jeantiy in terme of living standards behind the indicatore of twentieth-century 
criteria, As the result of the Maoiete’ doubtful experiments the chief sectors of 
the region's economy—-animal husbandry and agriculture--have fallen into full de- 
cline. in trying to “sinify” Tibet, while Meo Zedong was still alive, the authori- 
ties soved here hundreds of thousands of Chinese (today there are more Chinese 
than Tibetans residing in Tibet's capital--Lhasa) and at the same time revised the 
boundaries of the autonomous region in such a way that sore than half of the Tibet- 
ane living in the PRC found themselves in neighboring provinces. The Chinese that 
are sent to Tibet enjoy many privileges that ave unavailable to ordinary Tibetans. 
Local inhabitants, eccording to eyewitnesses, live in constant fear of the Chinese 
authorities and do not have the bare necessities of life. 


Conducting «a policy of forced aseimilation, the Chinese euthorities promote sar- 
riages between Tibetan women and Chinese soldiers. The workday for indigenous in- 
habitante of Tibet, even for 70- and 80-year old people, laste 12 hours with siserly 
pay. The inhabitants of Tibet ere subject to significant diecrimination even in re- 
gar’ to the functioning of religious cults. Of the close to 3,000 gonasteries for- 
merly in operation, only nine are active at the present time; furthermore, Tibetans 
are obliged to pay to enter thee as in visiting euseums. On top of this, the region 
ise subjected to outright plunder on the part of the Chinese edministration. As 
stated by « representative of « delegation of Tibetan emigrants who recently visit- 
ed their homeland, this plundering began iamediately after the occupation of Tibet 
in 1959. Iimitially precious stones, especially diamonds and rubies, vere removed 
from Buddhist gonasteries, then precious setale—-gold and silver. 


For gaintenance of control over the unruly local population, which in twenty years 
hes not resigned iteelf to ite fate, Beijing aaintaine sbout 300,000 soldiers and 
officers in thie region. Sut with growth in Ghine of eiliteriet, great-power tend- 
encies, it ie clear thet the silitery contingent is not just charged with police

In order to remove prowing dissatisfaction, the Beijing authorities today are fast 
changing their tactice and are trying to brighten up the unsightly reality. To those 
arriving here, they persistently instill the idea that a “correction” is being made 
on Tibetan land of some early committed excesses. Sut, ae observers point out, 4l- 
though “Tibet may seem to be 4 paradise to those few touriete who now visit it, 
behind the luster are concealed poverty, persecutions of religious figures and the 
incompetence of the bureaucratic apparatus.” 


You reach essentially the same conclusion when you familiarize yourself with mate- 
riale of the conference of the Central Committee of the Communiet Party of Chine on 
work in Tibet. It te perfectly clear that its basic positions eignify acknowlede- 
ment of the failure of the attempts at acceleration of sinification of this national 
region both through ite active settlement by Chinese and by means of foieting om it 
political and economic measures that are the same for all of China. At the same 
time, thie constitutes an umpwilling admission of the bankruptcy of Maeoiet national 
and religious policy, which i» based on discrimination against non-Chinese peuples 
and their custome, culture and way of life. 


Today Beijing's propaganda tries in every possible way to depict thie document as « 
model to be emulated in other national and autonomous regions and to make ite chief 
solutions a standard in the solution of comparable probleme in other administrative 
waits inhabited by non-Chinese. it is planned to aleo carry out reforms in Inner 
Mongolia, the provinces of Oinghai, Xinjiang, Ganew and so forth on the basie of 
solutions weed for Tibet. For the purpose of advertising the innovations, Tibet 
vee visited on an “inepection trip” by General Secretary of the Central Committee of 
the Communist Party of China tu Yaobang and member of the Secretariat of the Central 
Committee, Deputy Prime Minister of the PRC Stete Council Wan Li. What ie the ne- 
ture of the forthcoming reforms’ 


Aside {rom general warnings to Chinese cadre personnel to show gore respect for 
questions of local language, culture and religion, the leadership plane to undertake 
a number of concrete seasures to reise somewhat the living standard of the inhabi- 
tante of the outlying national districts. It te intended to improve work with local 
cadres and to keep « sore sober account of the epecific character of « region's pol- 
itical, economic and social situation. For the purpose of « “restoration of ener- 
gies,” Tibetans were declared to be temporarily freed from the excessive, ruinous 
collection of tames in the region for the benefit of Beijing. Changes aleo affected 
apieal husbandry. Taxes on livestock and grain harveste ere not to be levied this 
and next year in Tibet. 


But the main content of the document does not et a1] deal with improving the life of 
Tibetans. Together with the enumerated “reforms,” the conference put the main stress 
on the ta@portence of the task of “intensified coretruction of boundaries and etrength- 
ening of border defense.” In essence this means the conversion of this “outlying ne- 
tional dietrict” into an advance line, # etretegic bridgehead of China's aggression 
againet contiguous countries and the creation here of « proving ground for the teet~ 


ing of deadly veapons. 











In contrast to their leftist radical predecessors, who believed that the desig- 

nated goale could be and should be attained solely with the help of a 4 whip, the 
present Chinese leadere understand thet Tibetans driven to despair by their situe- 
tion make @ moet unreliable rear. They therefore thought of another meane--that of 
the carrot. Certain indu ces which Beijing has been obliged to sake are bound 

to somewhat undermine Tibet's shaken position and ite political measures to give rise 
to stability and truet of the local population in the central government. 


For the purpose of “rectifying” past eietakes, Beijing has likewise undertaken a 
certain amount of cadre shuffling. Inetead of the compromised firet secretary of 
the Committee of the Communiat Party of China of the Tibet Autonomous Region Reng 
Rong, who had occupied this post since 1971, there was appointed Yin Fatang, the 
former chief of the political department of Xinjiang Military District, an experi- 
enced @ilitary ean and a Chinese by nationality. To all appearances, the cen- 
tral authorities have decided that their new and trusted men, who is well acquainted 
with the “specific nature” of the local conditions (Yin Fatang in 1959 took part in 
the suppression of the people's uprising in Tibet), will be better than his prede- 
cessor and be accountable for the duties imposed on hia. 


At the same time, the bankruptcy of the policy of playing up to national minorities 
while retaining the former Great-China prescriptions of subordinating 411 spheres 

of life of national and autonomous regions to their own egoistic sims is continuing 
despite careful gloesing over of conditions. A delegation of the Dalai Lama, which 
visited Qhina, including Tibet, toward the end of July, was obliged to reach this 
conclusion, The things that they saw in their homeland, which they had left almost 
two decades earlier, caused them to speak of actual colonial vayse prevailing there. 
Their keen tepreseions differ diametrically from those idyllic pictures that were 
described to them in Beijing. The calamitous position of their compatriots obliged 
the representatives of the delegation to express themselves rather strongly in re- 
gard to those conditions of life in which Tibetans find themselves. The Chinese 
authorities have aot forgiven thee for thie “conspiracy.” After a demonstration 

of 200,000 inhabitants in support of the Dalai Lama, who is in exile, and an address 
to them by his representatives, Beijing made « decision to terminate the visit of 
the delegation. Thus the immediate attempt of the Chinese authorities to conceal 
behind « decorated facade of “Potemkin villages” the poverty and distress of all the 
people doomed by the Maoists to onerous conditions of life, semi-starved existence 
and excessive labor failed.

Thue clubs are being installed inadequately in Aserbai~- 
jan, the Ukraine and che ROPSR, as are Libraries in Georgia and Kirghizia, Oily 260 
of the 400 rayon cultural centers echeduled for commissioning in the S-year plan 
have been handed over. The reasons for thie are the dispereal of resources at sumer~ 
ous construction sites and the poor work of the construction organizations, which 
are reluctant to undertake the erection of cultural fecilities. Whence aleo the 
unwarranted increase in the amount of incomplete construction. Some 81% sillion 

of “incompletes” has accumulated in the RSFSR alone, for example. We aiso, unfor- 
tunately, encounter inetances of the Gosbank and Stroybank authorities refusing 
without sufficient reason to finance planned cultural facilities subject to com- 
siesioning. Thie was the case, in particular, with the construction of the susic 
school in Vigtiair. 


The problem of rural cultural-educational workers, whose turnover in the country as 
a whole te approaching 40 percent and is even higher in certain union republice, is 
still acute. Shortcomings have evidently not yet been eradicated in the system of 
the selection and admission of applicants to the higher sad secondary cultural ed- 
wcational institutions, in the allocation of young specialists and in the creation 
of the material and social conditions for cultural workers locally. 


Unfortunately, the party, soviet and trade union authorities and managers, parti- 
cularly on the kolkhozes and sovkhzoes, far from alwaye display due concern for 
their cultural-educational workers: they are not provided accommodations and fuel 
on @ timely basis, and use is not made of material and gore] incentives encouraging 
conecientious work. Whence personnel turnover. 


Yet there ie aleo other experience in practice irom which it would be no sin to 
learn. In Usbekistan, for example, the positions of deputy kolkhose chairman or 
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deputy sovkhos director for culture and social life have been introduced on 125 fara, 
Thie experience ie aleo being dieseminated in Kirghicia. Multifumetional asseor tations 
concentrating the resources and efferte of cultural and public education eetabiteh- 
mente and everyday service, trading, public catering, health service and eporte 
—5 te are being created under the guidance of the deputy for culture and 
eoctal life.

Appromimately 70 persone aitogether delivered papere and reporte at the plenary and 
sectional sessions. All the gost taportent sepecte of national relations in the 
cowetry in the periad of socialist and communtet building—-both questions o° the 
sociopolitical foundations of the development of the Soviet republice and quest ions 
of the soctoeconemic and cultural cooperation of the fraternal USSR peoples and 
their epiritus]) commenity--were treated. 
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The idea that the Soviet Union's historic successes in the solution of the national- 
ity question may rightly be put on the same footing a8 such outetanding victories of 
the Soviet people ae induatrialization, collectivisation and the cuitural revolution 
etood out in all the papers and reports. Thanks to the CPSU's Leniniet nationality 
policy, 411 our country’s nations and nationalities have ach‘eved tremendous suc- 
cesses in their economic, social and epiritual development. The experience of elin- 
inating all forme of the nation's inequality in our country and the establishment of 
an atmosphere of the peoples’ friendship and fraternal cooperation attests the truly 
socialist solution of the nationality question and is of world=historical signifi- 
cance. The main attention in the conferees’ speeches was given to an analysis and 
collation of thie experience and the formulation of concrete seasures to illustrate 
and propagandize it. It was noted that the initial basie in this area should be 
comprehensive study of the problems connected with the emergence of the Soviet peo- 
ple as a new historical community of people. 


The essence of the party program and party policy in the sphere of national rela- 
tions consists of proceeding toward the complete unity of the nations and national- 
ities, but not by means of the acceleration of objective processes in this area, 
which could lead to the belittling and erasure of cultural distinctiveness, but on 
the basie of their gradual rapprochement and by way of the creation of the most 
favorable conditions possible for the development of each of them. 


In analyzing the evolved international unity of Soviet society the conferees paid 
great attention to revealing and demonstrating the leading role of the working class. 
The ever increasing significance of the working class in the international cohesion 
of the USSR peoples was shown in numerous specific examples from all spheres of the 
life of the fraternal Soviet republics. Reasons of an objective nature are primarily 
the basie of this phenomenon. The numbers and proportion of the working class in 
the population of the country and each union republic individually are growing in 
line with the broadening of the ecale of socialist and communist building under the 
conditions of the ecientific-technical revolution. Its numbers have increased from 
55.9 million in 1965 to 72.6 sillion in 1979. Ite proportion of the employed popu- 
lation rose from 49.5 percent in 1959 to 62.5 percent in 1979. The leveling of the 
social etructure of the Soviet republics is occurring as a result of this, which may 
be considered 4 qualitatively new phenomenon in the process of the rapprochement 

and cohesion of all the country's nations and nationalities. 


The internationaliem of the working clase currently permeates literally all spheres 
of social life--economic, political, social and spiritual. It can be seen in the 
example of the current stage of Soviet society's development how the range of the 
working class's internationaliaw widens considerably as it performs its world-his- 
toric mission to build socialiem and communiem. The speakers quoted in this con- 
nection Comrade L.I. Brezhnev's words that “it is precisely the working clars, the 
most internationalist class in essence, which is playing the decisive part in the 
process of the rapprochement of all our country's nations and nationalities” (L.1. 
Brezhnev, “Leninskia kureom” [Pollowing Lenin's Course], vol 4, p 8). 


The practice of national-state building in the USSR is of world-historical signi- 
ficance. The formation of a single union gultinational state based on the principles 
of eocialiat federaliew is an example of the voluntary unification of the working 
people of all nations and nationalities in a joint struggle for common interests 
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and for communist ideale. lmplementation of the great Leninist principles of pro- 
letarian, soctaliet internationalies rallied 411 our country’s nations and nation- 
alities in an indissoluble alliance of free and equal peoples. 


Lenin's principles of national-state arrangement, which clearly reflect the @utual 
relations of close cooperation between the Soviet peoples’ union and national state- 
hood, have enjoyed profound creative development and consolidation in the decisions 
of CPSU congresses, the new USSR Constitution and the union and autonomous republic 
constitutions. As emphasized at the conference, they serve ae Marxiet-Leniniete' 
proven weapon in the struggle against the faleifications of the anticommunietes and 
right and “left” revisioniste in questions of national-state building. 


A prominent place in the work of the conference was occupied by questions of the 
development of union and national statehood in connection with the reunion of the 
Ukrainian, Belorussian and Moldavian peoples. While under the foreign imperialist 
yoke the population of Western Ukraine, Western Beloruesia and Bessarabia was sub- 
jected to cruel social and national] oppression. Ite national development was prac- 
tically halted. Only thanks to the constant and active support of the fraternal 
USSR peoples was the struggle of the working people of these regions for their li- 
beration crowned with success: they had a chance to reunite with brothers in their 
ethni. groups from the union republice of the country of sovietes. 


The union statehood, which acted in unity with national statehood, of all the Soviet 
equal nations had a decisive role in the socialist transformation of the economy and 
the entire way of life of the Liberated population. The USSR's assistance to the 
population of the Baltic republics and the liberated territories of Western Ukraine, 
Western Belorussia and Bessarabia, which had joined the USSR, embodied the efforte 
of all the Soviet nations and nationalities united in the new sociopolitical and 
international community. This fraternal assistance, which contributed in every way 
possible to socialist transformations in the reunited population, helped it merge 

in the future into the new historical community of people--the Soviet people. 


Thus the national-international consolidation of the Ukrainian, Belorussian and 
Moldavian peoples and the reunion of the Lithuanian, Latvian and Estonian peoples 
in the fraternal family of USSR peoples conditioned the further devdbopment of the 
union statehood and national statehood of the Ukraine, Belorussia, Lithuania, 
Moldavia, Latvia and Estonia. Under the conditions of eature socialiem, which is 
characterized by the broad internationalization of social life and an intensifica- 
tion of the process of the burgeoning and rapprochement of the nations, the union 
statehood and national statehood of the Soviet republics has been refined even 
further and infused with features of the closest interaction and genuine unity. 


Describing the progressive changes in the development of national relations in our

The role and significance of the Russian working clase and the assistance of the 
great Russian people in the taplementation of the industrialization and collectiviza- 
tion and in the epiritual uplift of all the fraternal union republice were highlighted 
particularly here. This was demonstrated particularly graphically on the basis of

lt was observed at the conference that aany aspects of the economic life of the So- 
viet union republics have as yet been elucidated and theoretically interpreted in- 
sufficiently. It is a question, in particular, of an increase in the role of so- 
cialist competition and @ultinational labor collectives in the internat ionalization 
of the socioeconomic life of the peoples of our country. Our research scholars still 
have to reveal comprehensively how the location of the production forces has been 
reflected in the nature of the economic life of each union republic and, ultimately, 
the country a8 ⸗ whole, determine specific directions of the optimization of these 
processes under the conditions of developed socialiem and the ecientific-technical 
revolution and reveal the nature of their interconnection with national relations. 


The conferees discussed, in addition, 4 large group of questions concerning the 
interaction of the national cultures, the spiritual community of the USSR peoples, the 
strengthening of the country's scientific potential and the Soviet republics’ 
ecientific-technical cooperation. Concerning the level of elaboration of questions 
of the cultural development of the nations and the overall progress of 411 Soviet 











culture, @any speakers noted ite high level and international significance. A great 
deal of work on collating the experience of the cultural revolution has been performed 
in practically al) central and republic ecientific establiehmente. Significant 
worke devoted to the history and theory of socialiet culture, the singularities of 
national-cultural building and the achievements of che socialist nations and nation- 
alities in their spiritual life have been published. Nevertheless, many aspects of 
the interaction and @utual enrichment of the national cultures, particularly at the 
current stage, have yet to be adequately illuetrated. The character of the works 
devoted to Soviet people's cultural, spiritual life remaine large!y merely faetual 
and descriptive. in determining this iaprovement or the other in the country's 
cultural life research scholars operate sainly with quantitative indicators, which, 
despite all their significame, cannot, of course, embrace and reveal fully their 
essence and qualitative content. 


it is important, however, to note that the need for deeper study of the problems of 
the spiritual life and cultural ¢ »operattm of our country's nations and nationali- 
ties under the conditions of communist building wae 4 topic of keen debate in the 
section on thie problems. in addition, certain principles of approach and direction 
and forme of the study and solution of such probleme were formulated in general out- 
line. In particular, 4 method of increasing the efficiency of research in this 
ephere ise coordination of the efforte of all the ecientistse etudying these problems 
--philosophers, economists, historians and sociologists. The analysis of cultural 
phenomena should be comprehensive and gulti-aspectual and should be made with regard 
for all factors. The nature and condition of the socioeconomic provision of cultur- 
4i building cannot be determined at thie stage or the other gerely by way of an 
analysis of the development, strengthening and qualitative improvement of the physi- 
cal plant and current work of the cultural establiehments. It is necessary to also 
find criteria and indicators making it possible to determine their manifestation at 
different levels of society's social-class, social-demographic and settlement struc- 
tures. The complex processes currently occurring in the cultural sphere cannot be 
understood without an in-depth and comprehensive analysis of the historical experience 
accumulated by all the Soviet nations and astionslities. 


‘he multinational Soviet culture co respomis in full to the essence and principles 
of socialist society, and its inner unity does not signify a leveling of the nation- 
al cultures of the USSR peoples. Of course, people of different nationalities share 
4 common philosophy of life--Marxiem-Leniniem-—-and are united by 4 common goal~-the 
building of 4 communist society. But this by ao seans signifies that they lose 
their distinctiveness and the national forms of culture here. On the contrary, and 
thie was dealt with yet again at this conference, their culture and spiritual life 
become even richer, @ore diverse and fuller. And the Soviet system of enlightenment 
and education and ideological training play an important part in this respect. The 
unified content of the curricula in the educational institutions (primarily in 
history and literature in the echool; in Marxist-Leninist philosophy, political 
economy, CPSU history and the theory of ecientific communiem in the VUZ) and the 
material disseminated via the mass information wedia is actively contributing to 

the formation of the materialist world outlook and communist conviction of people 

of all nations and nationalities and the gradual ousting of traditional ideas 
characteristic of past times and outdsted social systems. For this reason the fact 
that many of the conferees’ speeches were devoted to previsely these quest ions was 
perfectly justified. And, goreover, the aajority of them noted the insufficient, 
slack attention to them on the part of research echolars. 
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Among the probleme which evoked the particular interest of these conferees was that 
of mastering languages of inter=nation communication and the national languages. 
Soviet culture is not 4 gonolingual but @ultilingual culture. This fact testifies 
primarily to the epiritual richness of Soviet society and ie an inexhaustible source 
of the gultihved and sultifaceted expression of socialist culture. But it cannot 
fail, of course, to aleo create certain difficulties in the Soviet peoples’ inter- 
communication, particularly at the current stage of developed socialiem, when the 
processes of the internationalization of social life are aseuming an 4] l-embracing 
nature. Under these conditions the inter-nation language, whose role in our state 
is performed by Russian, becomes 4 gost important factor of communidation. 


Comrade L.1. Brezhnev observed in his greetings to the participants in the all-union 
ecientific-theoretical conference in Tashkent “Russian--The Language of Friendship 
and Cooperation of the USSR Peoples” (lay 1979) that “under the conditions of de- 
veloped socialiem, when our country's economy has become 4 single national economic 
complex and a new h.storical community=-the Soviet people--has emerged, there is an 
objective increase in the role of Russian as the language of inter-nation communi- 
cation in the building of communiem and the education of the new man. Fluency in 
Russian, which hase been voluntarily accepted as common historical property by 411 
Soviet people, along with one's native tongue is contributing to the further con- 
solidation of the political, economic and spiritual unity of the Soviet people.” 


The linguistic richness of owt country's peoples is the very vest proof of the de- 
velopment of the national cultures and the gost eloquent sethod of repudiating the 
fabrications of anti-Soviets concerning the “fading away” of the national distinc- 
tiveness of the USSR peoples and the “standardization” of their cultures. It is 
fitting to recall in this connection, the conferees said, that it is only since the 
Great October Socialist Revolution that approximately 50 of our country's peoples 
have acquired an alphabet and cultivated their own highly developed literary lan- 
guages. iInetruction in educational inetitutions here is now conducted in 52 lan- 
guages. The experience of cultural-linguistic building in the USSR is of world- 
historical signifiance. For this reason in-depth and comprehensive study thereof 
is 4 moet important tesk of our scientists. It is essential, as this conference 
str’seed, that particular attention here be paid to the theoretical development of 
bilingualiem and national-Russian bilingualies, which will afford an opportunity for 
securing the gost propitious conditions possible both for the development of the 
national languages and also for the spread of Russian and the strengthening of the 
Soviet pec; le'e international unity on this basis. 


The conference also touched on a whole sumber of other questions of paramount signi- 
ficance for the theory and practice of national relations. As a whole, in the 
unanigous opinion of those who spoke at the plenary and sectional sessions, the 
conference showed the considerably increased interest of scientists and party, 
soviet, trade union, Komseomol and other ideological workers and activists in this 
field of eecial relations. The subject gatter of the conference and the quest ions 
studied in the process of ite work are gost closely connected with the gost isport~- 
ant tasks of our society's socio conomic, political and cultural development and 
are undoubtedly of great theoretical and soctopolitical significance.

[Text] /Recently we have received many letters in which the authors provided 
suggestions on how to improve the activities of kolkhoz @arkets. Readers proposed 
establiehment of a limitation on @arket prices and underscored that militia 
authorities quest more actively combat speculators. They suggested more vigorous 
use of economic levere--to attract consumer cooperatives and kolkhozes to trade 

at the markets on a broader scale. 


These questions also were posed for discussion at an editorial board “roundtable,” 
in which representatives from a number of sinistries and departments and scientific 
workers participated. / 


/N. Arestov, deputy chief of the Main Administration for Combating the Embezzlement 
of Socialist Property and Speculation [GUBKhSS], USSR MVD [Ministry of Internal 
Affaire|:/ The questions raised by SOVETSKAYA ROSSIYA were examined in the 
Collegium of the Mosgorispolkom Main Administration of Internal Affairs. It was 
recognized that the newspaper properly criticizes militia authorities for poor work 
in combating speculation of agricultural products. 


Operational @ilitia groups have been created to step up the struggle in the markets 
of Moscow. The gonitoring of the citizens staying in hotels near kolkhoz: mrkets 
hae been intensified and the work of silitia patrols to curb the sale of agricultural 
products on the streets, equares, and in public places has been stepped up. Other 
measures are being accomplished. Legal action has been taken against gore than 

100 people this year for speculation in agricultural products. 


The GUBENSS aleo has taken 4 number of seasures to intensify the struggle against 
speculation. The @inistry sow is seeing to it that internal affairs authorities 

not only in the capital, but locally, step up the struggle with big-time speculators 
and curb their contacts with trade and supply workers. This work already is 
producing results. 











However, | would like to underscore that administrative measures alone are 
ineufficient. Viable economic levers aleo are required here. 


/Then a discussion on thie very point ensued at the “roundtable.” Because only 
with the help of economic measures--there were no differences of opinion here on 
that point--can a reduction in market prices be achieved. Their regulation vie 
the administrative route will not lead to the desired result. / 


/A. Stolbov, member of the committee, chief of a department, USSR State Committee 
on Prices:/ Let us take into account that purchase prices exceed retail prices. 
Well, a normal retail price must exceed the purchase price. If there is no state 
subsidy, then meat in stores would be sold at prices close to the retail prices. 


Thus one can consider that the ratio of the levels of costes and of retail prices 
is not large and considerably differs. 


However, one must recognize that the problem of speculative prices exists. There 
is no argument over that. They can be whipped. But the chief way to do so is not 
by administrative regulation, but through expansion of the capabilities of the 
market itself. 


/In dozens of letters which reached the editorial board during the raids against 
the mirkets, it was noted that market prices are directly tied to the economic, 

organizational activities of the markets themselves. This question also came up 
at the “roundtable."/ 


/G. Shmelev, doctor of economic sciences, chief of the Agrarian Problems Sector, 
Economics of the World Socialist System Institute:/ The problem of organizing a 
bureau of trade services is being solved very timidly in the markets. Even though 
it is evident to all that this is a very important measure, nonetheless there are 
no such bureaus even in the Moscow markets, and the percent is very small through- 
out the country. 


The peasioner who harvests fruits and vegetables and for whom standing behind the 
counter perhaps is inconvenient asks how you go about selling them. The response 
is that the market does not accept them, this service is not provided. Or kolkhoz 
farmers bring the products in. They do not have time to stand behind the counter 
or to lose several days at the market. They would sell and do so. But to whom? 
To the speculators! The fact is that the Ministry of Trade is not organizing a 
bureau of trade services and shuts its eyes to the speculators. 


/V. Feofanov, RSFSR deputy minister of trade:/ Markets are not provided working 
capital and do not carry on direct kolkhoz trade. They are just organizations which 
promote and create the conditions for sale. Bureaus “are not included" here. 
Therefore the financial and economic foundation beneath them to date has not been 
provided, the state bank does not recognize them, the consumer cooperative cate- 
gorically objects to their actions--moreover the cooperative itself is involved 

in purchasing excess products. 


Thus today these organizations have no citizenship. Therefore we in che Ministry 


of Trade are for bureaus of special personal services--only for the sale of meat. 
We cannot sell other products through them, nor will we support such proposals either. 
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Now concerning shipment of products to kolkhos markets. Coming to play here is 

the circumstance that now the rural populace iteelf has begun to express a suf fi- 
clently high demand for agricultural products. Also many kolkhozes now to 4 certain 
degree fulfill their plane by purchases from kolkhos farmers. And, they receive 

4 supplemental payment for overfulfill@ent. This is advantageous for them. And 

it ie more convenient for the kolkhoe farmer to sell overages to the kolkhor. He 
receives the same money and there is less fuss. Therefore there are no kolkhogzes 
at the mirket today. Their share in the market turnover is about | percent. 


The consumer cooperative should become involved gore seriously with product purchases. 
In the stores they are trading in vodka, sugar, and grocery products, but there 
is no trade to speak of in the gifts of nature--agricultural products. 


/L. Tariverdiyev, chief of the Administration of Trade Organization, USSR Mintorg 
[Ministry of Trade|:/ Why do the bureaus of trade services at kolkhoe markets lack 
authority’? A kolkhoz farmer selling a product wants his goney immediately. But 

we cannot immediately settle up with him. He is told to wait or to come back in 

2 weeks. Not everybody likes that, some begin to take risks, some find a siddleman 
who will pay him right away. 


Is there any chance to do away with this situation? Yes. In our view, some interest ing 
know-how has been accumulated. In Penza the cooperative does not simply trade in 

its own stores, but has set up a special trade and purchasing enterprise. it has 

its own system of agents, special transport resources [kolonna], financing, and 

credit. Such an enterprise can organize the shipment of products and their sale 

in remote areas immediately via many sales channels. One of the gost important 

of these is the koikhoz aarket. 


/V. Filippov, deputy chairman of the Rospotrebsoyuz [RSFSR Union of Consumer 
Societies] board:/ We realize that che cooperative still is not ass‘milating fully 
the resources the populace have for purchasing animal husbandry products. Of course 
much depends on solution of internal organizational problems. Cooperative trade 
developed further during this five-year plan. Agricultural products worth 8158.5 
million more than envisioned by the plan were sold during 4 years of the Tenth Five- 
Year Plan to the populace in cities, industrial centers, and workers’ settlements. 


We cannot but recognize the criticiem addressed to us. Aiong with this, there are 
difficulties which we are not in 4 position to overcome on our own. A serious 
impediment to improvement in urban cooperative trade is the fundamental, incorrect 
view towards it taken by several departments and local Soviets of Peoples’ Deputies. 
They look upon cooperative trade as being of secondary importance and in the cities 
they do not provide us the requisite trade and storage facilities right in the kolkhoz 
markets. 


We consider that other problems also need to be solved in order to gore successiully 
purchase overages at the agreed-upon prices. In particular now as never before 

the problem of transportation, especially emaill-tonnage transports, is severe. 
Practically speaking procurement organizations do not have any. If we have these 
resources, we will be able at any time to go to individual sellers for products 

and immediately ship them to warehouses or directly to stores. 











/¥. Pusteseroy, BSPSR deputy @inieter of agriculture:/ At present state production 
of aarteulturel products et11) dees not meet the demand. Therefore markets play 

an important role in satisfaction of the population's needs. Are there opportuni- 
ties to develop @erket trade’ Here several comrades eaid that there are ineuf ficient 
resources, But | affirm that there are sufficient resources significantiy to include 
trade in the aerket. Our best private plete produce 3.) sillion tone of meat in 
live weight and 12,800 tone of @ilk. Thue private plote produce 26-28 percent of 
the tote! production of these products.

[USGR Central Union of Consumers’ Cooperatives|:/ We gentioned Penze--really good, 
it ie good in Ufa, but there are other cities where they very poorly approach the 
development of trade, both in the cities ae well as in the kolkhos aarkete.

/A. Chepurin, chief of the Markets Adminietration, Mosgorispolkom Main Administration 
of Trade:/ We can provide cooperative employees an unlimited number of positions 
behind the counters, And we alee can provide an isolated area for cooperative trade 
at 4 qumber of markets, 


hut what will kolkhoe farmere eel! given the present attitude towards market trade 
on the part of the directors of several local Soviets? Meanwhile few agricultural 
products are shipped today from Tambovekaya, Lipetekaya, and Ryasanskaye oblaste, 
the min suppliers of Moscow markets. They are employing “quarantines” now in a 
number of rayons in these oblasts. . . And then they send 4 telegram to the Markets 
Administration: don't send vehicles, you will not transport the products. When 

we then clarify the reasone for the quarantine on the epot, it turne out that it 
has nothing to do with problems with the crops. This is how they are force ing 
kolkhoe farmers to sell their products to the kolkhoe itself, not at the market. 


We diecussed bureaue of special personal services. Providing vehicle transport 
to kolkhoe farmers is the goat viable, the best, service. In the last 3} years the 
transport eysetem radically deteriorated. 


/L. Golevina, chief of the Consumer Cooperative Loans and Financing Departement, 
Trade Loans Administration, USSR Gosbank:/ The bank always strives to st igulate 
an increase in purchases of agricultural products by consumer cooperatives, a6 well 
as development of ite material and technical base and of the foundations for 
procurements and purchases of agricultural products. We issued loans for the most 
varied purposes. Overall! I consider that the bank provides great assistance to 
the consumer cooperative and, of course, to other organizations in the @atter of 


purchasing agricultural products. 


As for bureaus of especial personal services. .. They did not prove themselves 
to be correct. What does their work entail’? So far they only issue weights and 
emocke. We cannot provide them complete, 100 percent, credit. 


'S. Yerokhin, doctor of economic sciences, senior scientific staff sember, Central 
Economic Scientific Research Institute attached to USSR Gosplan:/ Prior to this 
meeting | surveyed the literature on this problem. And how similar what was said 
today about probleme posed 10-15 years ago! Both about intensifying the role of 
coneumer cooperatives and strengthening the role of militia authorities, about trans- 
port and areas, about the material and technical base, and so on. 


But it is evident that we quest now look upon the kolkhoz market with the viewpoint 
of the people of the 1980's. It is difficult, complex, and, if you will, impossible 
to make new socioeconomic changes in frameworks and schematics that were obsolescent 
4 long time ag0. We will net solve the problem that way. 


What kind of bureaus of especial personal services these are! Maybe we need to 
convert kolkhoe markets into full-blooded, godern, large trade enterprises with 
all the rights, obligations, responsibilities, and eo on that accrue thereto. 








Maybe we need to create « fined complement of trade workers, One guat wot forget 
that if we attract people from kolkhoses, sovkhores, and individual citizens to 
the @arkete, then we only will imerease the lack of labor resources. 


/Veom the Editorial Board. When organising the “roundtable” get-together, the 
editorial board did not iniend to limit iteelf to discussion of probleme. We 


regularly will inform our reedere about how einietries and departments taplement 
the market trade developmes' program.

gee. Nevertheless, the etruggle between the new and the old in the consciousness 
of these people has etil) not calmed down, Our task consists in helping them to 
overcome their religious delusions, to enrich their spiritual potential by meane of 
materialistic ideas, and to activate their participation in the creative activity 
of the Soviet people. 


The process of the complete emancipation from religious delusions is organically 
linked with the overall process of building communias and iaproving societal rela- 
tions. Called upon to play an essential role here is the group, ite social atao- 
sphere and ideologicai-morai climate. To draw every believer into thie ataosphere 
means to allow hia to feel the pulsebeat of life, the soral beauty and perfection 
of relations which allow a human being to be sore deeply aware of his own worth and 
to find his own place in social labor. 


The new problems in the theory and prac*ice of scientific athelas presuppose a sore 
profound working out of various aspecte of the present-day system of atheistic edu- 
cation, as well as a revelation of the traite of the process of religion's wasting 
avay under the conditions of sature socialiaa. We sust develop a sethodology of 
atheistic education based on accumulated experience and a theoretical groundwork 
of more effective forms and methods to influence the various aspects of a belie- 
ver’s life, taking into consideration the specifics of this or that religion. VWe 
also need different criteria as regards the approach to present-day religion. A 
eritioal analysis of faiths cannot anewer the spirit of the times unless it takes 
inte consideration the process of the ‘“wodernigation” of religion, which has now 
encompaseed al) of the latter's trends. The effectiveness of scientific~-atheistic 
propaganda is determined precisely by ite criticias of the “renovated,” “purified” 
religion which has been adapted to the sodern period, to today's human thought. it 
is impossible to ignore the fact that religion, by aseuming an up-to-date verbal 
format, is capable of taking root in sodern tises, while completely retaining ite 
anti-scientific contents. 


Nowadays we can frequently observe complex interweavings in a person's conscious- 
ness of contemporary views and obsolete religious prejudices. The complexity does 
not lie in the external aspect of present-day religiosity but in the fact that this 
religiosity affects a person's consciousness, his soul, his world of feelings, and 
hie sphere of emotional iife. And here there can hardly be any positive results 
from a Single-valued, one-sided criticiam of religion, in isolation from 4 human 
being's daily life. it is obviows that attention sust be centered not so such on 

a& person's religious delusions as such as on 4 concerned attitude tovard his lot. 

A humane and considerate attitude toward hia--this is the key which will enable us 
to direct the feelings and thoughts of a believer away from the darkness toward 
the light, knowledge, cuiture, and beauty of the Soviet reality. We gust be able 
to find in « believer that which is positive and affirmative, that which sust be de- 
veloped and cm.grw, to elevate the personality. Moreover, it is aleo important to 
shed light on those sotives which have led people to religion under our conditions. 
This often occurs under the influence of unfavorable cirewnstances. in such cases 
we must not leave a person in sisfortune, alone with his grief, for it is here 

that the soll is immediately formed on which say come to life religiosity and ays- 
tical searchings for consolation from non-existent “divine punishments,” etc. 
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Uf course, 4 pe.son who le ideologically, politically, and sorally sature will not 
fall into religiosity under any complicated cirewetances; he will seek out reali- 
etic waye to overcome the difficulties, A person who ie strong in spirit will 
find hie support in the group. This ie why it ie also #0 laportant in the syste 
of athelatic education to form the qualities of a person who ie etrong in spirit, 
a collectiviat, 


The successful solution of the probleme of atheistic education depends, to a large 
extent, on the general level of ite organisation and quality. It requires constant 
attention to thie sector of the ideological front on the part of party organiza- 
tions, cultural institutions, creative unions, various organs of the central and 
local press, publishing houses, etc. 


A special role here belongs to the organisations of the Knowledge/Znaniye/ woclety. 
The selentific-methodological councils which have been created under them are be- 
coming genuine sethodologica) centers for anti-religious propaganda. iast year 
the Sclentific Methodological Couneil on Scientific Atheiam of the Knowledge 
Society of the RSFSR prepared a cycle of pamphlets under the rubric “Aids for Lec- 
turers.” The authors examine the top-priority problems of atheistic education 
under present-day conditions. Doctor of Philosophy Professor 5.1. Nikishov, for 
example, in the pamphlet entitled “A Comprehensive Approach in Atheletic Education” 
elucida’es various aspects of this approach under present-day conditions, and he 
deals #ath the connection between the propaganda of scientific athelam and the 
vital needs of Soviet people, as well as the need for a sore profound approach to 
sociological research studies. 


studies are undoubtedly very important, but the sain thing is the trend of this 
research. Because, of course, it gay even turn off the 

nation of religiosity becomes an end in iteelf. The fact of concrete religiosity 
must be truly understood from the print of view of the condition which caused it 
and the possibilities for overcoming it. 


Also of considerable interest for readers is the pasphiet “An Effective Form of 
Atheistic Education. Proceeding from a comprehensive approach to atheistic eu- 
cation, its author--Honored Cultural Vorker of the AOFSR A.i. Vinogradov--sets 
forth the problem of the effectiveness of popular-scientific lectures on atheiaa. 
A present-day lecturer gust have not only a high degree of education in general 
but aleo a high degree of propagandistic standards, as well as skill in lecturing; 
thie does not always come on ite own but is attained by means of persistent hard 
work. 


Unfortunately, pamphiets such as those by A.!. Vinogradov and 5.1. Nikishov have 
been iseved in a rather small circulation. These publications are not to be found 
even in the rayon organizations of the Knowledge Society. 


For the same reason the general reader will hardly have access to the pampiet by 
the candidates of philosophy, §.D. Gorokhova and 4.A. Kostenko, “The Mora) Con- 

tents of Scientific Athelam” (from this same cycle). Proceeding from their expe- 
rience with atheistic work in localities, the authors of this pasphiet justifiably 
note the insufficient attention being paid to soral education within the syste of 
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sclentific-atheletic propaganda. Criticiam of the religious teachings about sora - 
ity le limited sort frequently to an abstract posing of the questions. But, of 
course, religion sost deeply affects the soral sphere of people's lives; it tries 
to weave for iteelf strong neste in all the secret places of the human soul and to 
turn the soul iteelf inte a base for aystical soode. vin ~- 44 ye 
religion attempte to subdue the personality. It ie not by chance that even now 

the religious concept of the persona’.ty ie to be found in the arsenal of religious 
propaganda. But here in atheistic education the propaganda of the scientific con- 
ception of the personality has still not come to occupy the place which it should. 


Becoming an urgent matter these days is the raising of the emotional level of 
scientific-atheistic propaganda, particularly ite aesthetic potential. This is 
already a task not only for atheistic lecturers. A great deal could be done here 
by the sodern gases media, especially those of artistic information: radio, tele- 
vision, motion pictures, etc. But they do not pay sufficient attention to this 
very important sector of the ideological struggle. Nor does the topic of atheissa 
resound in the belletristic journals. Their pages contain no publicistic essays 
by writers on atheistic themes, nor sketches, short stories, poems which would 
enrich atheistic propaganda emotionally. Artistic criticiam and aesthetic thought 
are also very sparse in this regard. Bven in large-scale works of belles lettres 
the athelstic tradition has ceased to resound with the same force with which it 
once resounded in the creative works of M. Gor'kiy, A. Serafimovich, 8. Mayakovekiy, 
B. Bednyy, ©. Bagritekiy, and gany others. 


Another thing should be noted also: works of fiction are being published whose 
contents turn to the past, and which in a one-sided, superficial way 1] luminate 

the activity of the church; believers are depicted in a siaplified sanner, accord- 
ing to the traits which vere prevalent in the 1920's and 1930's, when religiosity 
was the main thing in their spiritual lives.

During the yeare of the l0th Five-Year Plan the workers of Moldavian villages de- 
livered to the state reserves 618,000 tons gore grain, |.5 million tone gore sugar 
beets, 2.7 million tone gore vegetables, fruite and grapes, 923,000 tons more awilk, 
311,000 tone more meat and 940 million aore eggs than during the preceding five- 
year plan. 


integrated works already predominate in many sectors. They predetermine the level 
of their efficiency and work quality. In Gruedyr-lamgeskiy Rayon owing to the suc- 
cessful activity of the interfarm mechanization and electrification association, 
the consolidation of crop rotations and the wee of industrial technologies on 
boghere lands, with the complete elimination of manual labor lar; e harvests of 
corn, wheat, sunflowers and other crope are being obtained on the entire area. 


During the yeare of the current five-year plan the experte of large harveste sold 
to the estate 46,800 tone of grain in excess of the plan. The email detachment of 
machine operatore headed by Hero of Socialist Labor and y of the USSR Supreme 
Soviet 5. M. Parmakii for qany years now hae obtained 60-70 quintale of grain corn 
per hectare. On the whole in the Valya-Pershekiy crop rotation, in which thie de- 
tachment te also working, on the entire area taken up by cereale 48.3 quintale of 
grain per hectare and quintale of corm per hectare were obtained thie year. The 
labor expenditures per quintal of owtput here do not exceed 0.4-0.5 man-hour. 





Om the fields of many kolkhozes and sovkhoses the machine operators of the assoc ia- 
tions are obtaining record harvests with a sharp reductior in the expenditures of 
labor and capital. Thie year many mechanized detachments of Chadyr-Lungskiy, Leov- 
skiy, Komratekiy, Ryehkanekiy, Paleshtekiy, Slobodseyekiy and other rayone have in- 
creased the yield of core on boghera lends to 9 quintale per hectare. At the 
farme of Paleshtekiy and Glodyanekiy rayons the aechanization associations are en- 
curing @ yield of wheat without irrigation of 50 quintals and gore per hectare. 


The truck drivers deserve 4 good word. The complicated weather conditions of the 
current year required the shortening of the harvesting time of late crops. The 
bulk of them were harvested in 35 days. Ouring thie short time gore than 172 ail- 
lion tone of agricultural produce were transported. Drivers G. I. Gyrie and A. D. 
Krayevekiy of Paleshtekiy Rayon and M. &. Statov of Komratekiy Rayon transported 
1,000-1,100 tone of produce each. 


The high labor productivity of the aachine operators with considerably fewer ex- 

penditures of capital on the output of produce and the improvement of work quality 
attest to the enormous potentiale of the eechanization end electrification associa- 
tions. They have adequate equipment for the further intensification of farming and 
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the obtaining of larger harveste on the fielde of a11 farm without exception. And 
euch 4 goal must be set starting with the firet year of the Lith Pive-Year Pian. 
Next year we, dear machine operators, can successfully ensure on the aver for the 
republic a yield of wheat of not less than 40 quinteale per hectare, corn=--50 quin- 
tale, eunflowere=-21 quintale, sugar 244 quintale and fodder crope--60 quin- 
tale of fodder wnite per hectare. 


On the beet fields, by using chemicals and the necessary system of machinery in com 
bination and by ensuring the high quality performance of the operations, it is pos- 
sible to successfully obtain 60 quintale and ore of wheat per hectare, 80 quintale 
of corn, 25 quintale and more of sunflowers, 400 quintale and gore of sugar beets 
and 4-5 cuttings of alfalfa. We guat obtain such « yield on uwnirrigated lands with 
the complete elimination of manual labor. To achieve this, technological discipline 
should be strictly observed, the equipment should be constantly maintained in work- 
ing order, the knowledge in the field of agricultural technology should be expanded 
and extended and the organization of production should be improved. 


Now, without losing time, the repair of equipment must be performed everywhere at 

4 rapid pace and with good quality. At the same time in the mechanized detachments 
equipment yards should be eet up and service stations should be built. All the 
workers of kolkhozes and sovkhozes should take part in this moet a matter. 
The duty of each farm manager is to help the machine operators to fulfill 


the assumed obligations. 


The vegetable growere of Moldavia are completing the five-year plan with good indi- 
cators. They have increased the production of vegetables by |.7 million tons, which 
hae made it possil'e to produce 460 sillion gore cans of canned vegetables than dur- 
ing the preceding ‘ive-year plan and to exceed by 1.6-fold the volume of deliveries 
of vegetables in 'resh form to the industrial centers of the country. It is 4 
pleasure to note that the greatest increase was achieved in the production of canned 
baby food. 


The success in the indicated areas was ensured by the development and use of mechan- 
ized terhaology in the cultivation of vegetables, special machines for harvesting 
them, containers and other equipment for better shipment and storage, as well as 
new production lines for the processing of vegetables. 


A continuous process of the cultivation of vegetables, their transportation and 
processing has been achieved owing to agro-industrial integration, which has eliai- 
nated the narrowness, the isolation of this production, has sharply increased labor 
productivity and product quality and has transformed vegetable growing into a4 
highly profitable sector. In the rayons of commercial vegetable growing the prof- 
itability of thie sector is 50-60 percent, while in consolidated crop rotations, 
in which all the labor processes are completely aechanized, the profitability of 
the production of vegetables comes to 100 percent. 


Slobodzeyekiy Rayon, which during the years of the five-year plan has sold more 
than 1.2 million tons of vegetables to the state, and thie year sold 284,000 tons, 
19,000 tone more than last year, is displaying an example of the large-scale mechan- 
ized production of vegetables. A fifth of the vegetables are sent to industrial 
centers of the country in fresh form. The Moldaviya Specialized Sovkhos of this 
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rayon delivered 39,000 tons of vegetables to trade and for industrial processing. 
The Kolkhose iment Sverdiov and the Kolkhos imeni Michurin sold 20,000-23,000 tone 
of them each to the etate. A hectare of tomatoes at these farme yielded on the 
average 530 quintale with a profitability of 152 percent. 


Having concentrated the production of vegetables at specialized farme and aseocia~ 
tions, having developed consolidated crop rotations for thie and by gy 
hensive chemicalization and gechanisation, the workere of Novoanenskiy, y, 
Kagul'ekiy, Kantemirekiy and Kriulyanskiy rayons sharply increased the production 

of vegetables. The brigades, which are headed by Hero of Socialist Labor A. I. 
Nikoara of the Mayak Sovkhor of the Novyye Aneny Moldplodoovoshchprom Agro- 
industrial Association and by T. V. Moldovan of the Kolkhoe iment Kalinin of 
Kaushanekiy Rayon, harvested this year 500-600 quintale of tomatoes per hectare each. 


The workers of the industrial enterprises who process this produce and put out 
canned goods are actively contributing to the success of the vegetable growers. 
They are working in close production cooperation with the farmers and are ensuring 
the achievement of 4 great end result. The plants of the Kantemir and Kagul agro- 
industrial associations, as well as the collectives of the Kaushany and Koshnitekiy 


canneries have uninterruptedly received and processed the vegetables in time and 
due to this have exceeded the plan this year. 


The advantage of integrated works which ensure the cultivation of vegetables, 
their sganapestetéen, processing and the sale of finished products, has been frov- 
en completely. The task of expanding the regions of thie integration, of setting 
up and implementing production and economic relations thoroughly and in complete 
conformity with the interests of all the subdivisions of thie complex and of solv- 
ing more completely the social problems of the life of the collectives of agro- 
industrial associations lies ahead. 


During the firet year of the Lith Pive-Year Plan in the republic the production of 
vegetables has to be increased to not less than 1.4 aillion tons. It is intended 
to achieve this without an increase in area but with an intensification of 

the sector. The vegetable growers q@ust set themselves the goal to produce on the 
average per hectare not less than 270 quintals of tomatoes, and in interfare crop 
rotations and on other areas, where industrial technology will be used, not less 
than 400 quintale. The sale of vegetables to the state next year should exceed 
1,155,000 tons. The workers of agro-industrial associations will need to produce 
not lees than 1,654,000,000 cans of high quality canned fruits and vegetables, of 
them 864 million made from raw vegetables, and to increase considerably the amount 
of canned baby food. 


Industrial crope sake up a large proportion in the food complex of Moldavia. The 
fulfillment of the increased assignments on their sale to the state must be en- 
sured by increasing the yield. And all the means have been created for this. 
Highly effective industrial technologies of the cultivation of sunflowers, sugar 
beets and tobacco have been developed and checked by extensive practice 
operation of agricultural and industrial enterprises in thie undertaking is being 
improved. 


Thies year 76 mechanized detachments cultivated beets using industrial technology 
and obtained 100-150 quintalse per hectare @ore than in the case of conventions! 
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technology. The labor expenditures per wait of output here were 4 third a* great, 
The work of the brigade of the Zarya Moldavii Kolkhos of Paleshtekiy Rayon which 
ie headed by Hero of Sectaliet Labor MH. Ff, Robok deserves admiration. On the aver= 
age during the five-year plan it harvested 550 quintale of sugar beets per hectare, 
while thie year it harvested 600 quintals. This collective annually ensures @ yield 
of sugar per hectare of gore than 50 quintals, 


it follows from what was said above that the farme cultivating industrial crope have 
good opportunities to increase considerably their yield, to tmprove the product 
omg to decrease the expenditures of labor and capital and to increase produc- 
tion efficiency. 


Accord to the national economic plan approved by the Second Session of the Mol- 
davian SSR Supreme Soviet, in 1981 the republic showld produce not lees than 
326,000 tons of sunflowers, 4.14 @illion tons of sugar beets, 105,000 tone of to- 
baceo and 51,000 tone of eeeential ofl raw eateriale. The achiewement of the indi- 
cated levels will be « mighty factor in the accelerated development of the agro- 
industrial food complex of the republic. And everything quet be done to ensure 
the fulfillment of these tasks. 


The grape growers of the republic hawe made some gains. During the 10th Five-Year 
Plan they sold to the estate 1.2 eillions tons @ore fruit than during the Ninth 
Pive-Year Plan. The Orak Sovkhoe-Plant of the Leowe Territorial Association, the 
Vinogradar' Sovkhoe-Plant of the Kagul Territorial Association, the Chobruchi 
Sovkhor-Plant of the Suvorove Territorial Association and the Sovkhor-Plant imeni 
Kotovekiy of the Kantemir Territorial Association fulfilled the five-year plane of 
the production of grapes by 110-120 percent. 


Unfortunately, viticulture, which is the pride of the republic, has been developed 
at 4 slow pace in recent years. Thies far from corresponds to the place it holds in 
the national economy of the republic. The asin causes of the situation which has 
formed in thie sector consist of the fact that aany sovkhoe-plants, which were set 
up a8 specialized sovkthoe-plaste for viticulture, are developing it unsatisfactorily. 
During thie year, which in general has been favorable for obtaining 4 large grape 
crop, many sovkhoe-plante did not protect the plantings from diseases, cultivated 
them poorly and upset the fulfillment of the plans. The system of Moldvinpros 
failed to provide the state with 44,000 tons of them-<just 46 @uch as was lacking 
before the fulfillment of the republic's procurement plans. 


in commection with the lag of the sector the plan of grape production, which has 
been set for the first year of the coming five-year plan—1.4 million tone--is 4 
stepped-up plan. Much work on the cere of the plantings is required for ite ful- 
fillment. In the immediate future it is wceseary to complete the interrow culti- 
vation, to apply a8 @uch organic and mineral fertiliser as possible and to repair 


the trellis. The radical qualitative taprovement of the standards of viticulture 
at sovthor-plante is required. 


The party has set an exceptionally important and responsible task for the hort icul- 
turiste of Moldavia--to produce 1.8 aillion tons of fruit and berries by the end of 
the lith Five-Year Plan. In 1981 the republic should obtain aot lees than 1.3 ail- 
lion tone of fruit and increase the average yield of orchards to 110 quintale. 
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The great effictency of tatensive orcharde and the experience of leading workere 
attest to the real possibilities of fulfilling these obligations. At the Pamyat' 
li'tehw Interfare Orchard of Slobodseyekiy Rayon 162 quintale of fruit per hectare 
were obtained on the average thie year, while in « qumber of brigades 200-230 
quintale were obtained, At the interfere orchards of Brichanskiy and Rybnitekiy 
rayone 140-19 quintale of fruit were obtained per hectare. 


The goal ie to grow seedlings on |spurovyy) rootetocks more rapidly, to propagate 
early varieties and to shift the harvesting time of fruite to the ware summer 
period of the year, to plant interfare industrial orchards, to set up at thea 
packing shope and fruit storehouses. It is necessary to organize the production of 
fruite with the aie of their year-round appearance in the trade network, the com- 
plete supply of industry with them and the considerable increase of the output of 
canned goods and other food products aade from fruite. 


The changeover of animal husbandry to industrial technology required the concentra- 
tion and industrialization of fodder production. This problem is being solved by 
the creation and consolidation of rayon associations for the production and pro- 
cessing of fodders. On their extensive tracte completely @echanized detachwente 
obtain large harvests of alfaifa, corn for grain and silage and soybeans. 


Thie year the Leovo Association completely supplied livestock complexes with hay, 
alfaifa pellets, hay meal, haylage, corn silage with cobe and grain fodder. As 4 
result of the production of the necessary amount of balanced foddere the rayon 
adopted 4 policy of the sharp reduction of the consumption of grain for fodder pur~ 
poses and the considerable decrease of the cost of feed allowances. At the Drokiys 
Association for Podders thie year five cuttings of alfalfa were gathered and 

00 quintals of thie crop were obtained per hectare. At the associations for fod- 
ders of Chimishliyskiy, Glodyanskiy and Paleshtekiy ravons 52-57 quintale of fodder 
white per hectare were obtained on the average on the entire area attached to the 
aeeoc iations. 


The task of the gachine operators and the workers of the plante and shops of the 
associations for the production and processing of fodders consists in completely 
aseuming in the immediate future the functions of supplying livestock complexes 
with an adequate amount of various high quality and inexpensive fodders. This will 
be the main. decisive condition for the fulfillment of the task advanced by Comrade 
L.1. Breghmnew at the October CPSU Central Committee Plenum, calling for a com 
plete supplying of the population with the products of animal husbandry in the is- 
mediate tuture. Permit ge to express confidence that the mechanized detachments 
and the workers of the associations for the production and processing of fodders 
vill honorably cope with thie moet important task. 


Many machine operators are involved in the wintering of livestock. The CPSU Central 
Committee calle upon the livestock breeders of the country to use fodders eco= 
nomically, to process them before feeding, to ensure the good care of animale and

kolkhoees and sovkhoses is not increasing, the timely harvesting and safe storage 
of the crop are net being ensured. The sectors which process agricultural pro- 
duce ate lagging in their development, the food trade is poorly supplied. The 
peed to draft 4 special comprehensive goal food program which would unite the ef- 
forte of all the sectore of the agro-industrial complex of the country is empha- 
sized in the speech. 


This program is now being drafted. Such work ie aleo being performed in Moldavia. 
in 1981 1.069 billion rubles will be allocated for the development of the agro- 
industrial, food complex of the republic. In conformity with the investaents and 
the grown material and technical base of agriculture and other sectors of the agro- 
industrial complex, tasks on increasing the output of food products and other con- 
sumer goo’s in Moldavia are aleo being set. 


in the agrarian sector the drive for the gore efficient use of agricultural lands, 
production equipment, fertilizers, water resources and irrigated lands, 411 mate- 
rial, manpower and other resources gust be stepped up. The agrotechnical measures 
being implemented should be subordinated to the need to protect and increase the 
fertility of the soils. Por this it is necessary to protect the land against water 
and wind erosion, to plant slopes with orchards, vineyards and essential of] crops, 
which prevent the washing away of the fertile layer. 


An important role in this belongs to the workers of the Moldsel'khogskhimiya Associa- 
tion, WMiich has the necessary material, technical and scientific base. The applica- 
tion of organic and mineral fertilizers should be performed in complete conformity 
with the flow sheets of the p ammed yield and the measures aimed at the gradual 
equalization of the fertility of the soile should be strictly implemented. 


Ail thie will contribute to the increase of the yield of 411 crops, which is the 
main reserve for the further increase of the output of produce and the strengthen- 
ing of the economy of farms. It is impossible to accept the fact that many brigades 
end entire farms are obtaining emall harvests. The decrease of the difference in 
the yield, which is quite possible and necessary, is capable of providing an enor- 
mus supplement of grain, industrial, vegetable, fodder and all other crops. 


Things @ust be put in order in crop rotations. As 4 result of the violation of 
crop rotation the vulnerability of gany crops to pests and diseases has increased. 
Thie affects especially strongly sunflowers, wheat and tomatoes. It is necessary 
to adhere to 4 strict procedure of arranging the crops in crop rotations. In par- 
ticular, sunflowers should not be repeated before five or six years have passed. 
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The intereste of the successful solution of agrarian problems require the increase 
of labor discipline, better organization and order at the farme. The objective 
conditions for adherence to the socialiet discipline of labor exist here. They 
have been created by party coneern about the well-being of rural workers, the in- 
crease of their pay, the improvement of retirement security, the increase of pub- 
jic consumption funde and the expansion of the network of trade and personal service 
of the rural population. However, we do not have the right to tolerate the fact 
that some inhabitants of villages are not participating in social production. 





At the same time as the increase of labor discipline it is necessary to increase 
considerably the level of the organization of labor and production management. Due 
to inetficteney and the lack of organization harvesting unite and transport were 
idie thie year during the best time for Se crop. As 4 result some pro- 
euce remined in the fielde until frost eect in. is year it would have been pos- 
sible to suecesefully exceed the pian of the sale of grapes to the state and to pro- 
cure more beets and tobacco had the organization of operations met the require- 
ments of the times. 


The drive to increase the output of foodstuffs and other consumer goods should be- 
come an indefeasible law of the life and activity of aii who are involved in this 
matter. The party is doing everything to improve the material well-being of the 
people. The practical achievement of this novie goal ilies in the hands of the 
workers. in thie the role of the workers of agricuiture is especially great and 
honorable. It is the sacred duty and direct obligation of each person to do every- 
thing to increase the output of foodstuffs.

BELORUSSIAN DECREE ON DEVELOPMENT OF SUBSIDIARY FARM ENTERPRISES 
Minek SP!.'SKAYA GAZETA in Russian 16 Dec 80 p 3 


[Unattributed: "On Purther Development of Subsidiary Enterprises and Small Industries 
in the Republic's Agriculture”) 


[Text] In a decree passed on this subject the Belorussian SSR [BSSR] Council of 
Ministers notes that specific work has been done in the republic to further develop 
subsidiary enterprises and emall industries in agriculture. New enterprises for 

the processing of vegetables, fruits, and berries have been built and placed in 
operation. Equipping was improved somewhat, the capacities of subsidiary productions 
expanded, and the level of mechanization of labor-intensive processes rose. 
Production of new types of products has been assimilated on 4 number of farms, their 
assortment expanded, and their quality itaproved. 


During 4 years of the on-going five-year plan the farm-established plans for output 
of products by subsidiary productions were fulfilled by 102.8 percent, including 

by 101.2 percent for 1979. In comparison with 1975 the gross volume of this product 
increased by 18 percent. Kolkhozes, sovkhozes, and other agricultural enterprises 
annually receive 825-30 willion in profit from the sale of products from subsidiary 
enterprises and email industries. The activities of subsidiary enterprises and 
emall industries facilitate a growth in agricultural production, plus fuller employ- 
ment and consolidation of cadres in rural locales. In 1979, at Lyuban' Sovkhoz 
imeni 5O0-letiya SSR, Vileyskiy Rayon, they produced 676 quintals of milk and 157 
quintals of meat computed per 100 hectares of agricultural land. During 4 years 

of the on-going five-year plan the yield of grain crops here on the average for 

the year was 35.7 quintale per hectare; it was 187 quintale per hectare for potatoes. 
Along with this, subsidiary enterprises at the sovkhoz for processing its agri- 
cultural products and those brought in from other farms are operating successfully. 
Between 1976-1979 the sovkhoz obtained a profit of 81.058 gillion from sale of the 
products from the aforementioned enterprises. 


Mushroom and vegetable preserves and birch and fruit juice are produced at the 
subsidiary enterprise at Zarya Kolkhoz, Baranovichekiy Rayon. Production of this 
product is based upon local raw materials. In 1979 more than 460 tons of qushrooms, 
532 tons of vegetables, and 350 tons of birch juice were processed. That year 2.9 
million conditional cans of preserves, gore than 70 percent of which were sushrooms 
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and gushroom-vegetables, were produced. A profit of 8996 thousand was obtained 
through sale of the products manufactured by the subsidiary enterprise. This allowed 
a previously lagging farm, which Zarya Kolkhoe was, to insure 4 considerable con- 
solidation of economy and to increase the ‘evel of agricultural production. During 
4 years of the on-going five-year plan sale of meat to the state rose 35 per- 
cent and that of milk rose 15 percent. Having low-producing land, the kolkhoz 
produces 507 quintale of milk and 131 quintals of meat computed per 100 hectares 

of agricultural land. 


The work of subsidiary enterprises also has been organized well at Brilevo Sovkhoz 
(Gomel'skiy Rayon), Krasnooktyabr'skiy Sovkhoz (Buda-Koshelevekiy Rayon), and 
Rasevet Sovkhoz (Minekiy Rayon), Kolkhoz imeni Kirov (Slutskiy Rayon), and on other 
farme in the republic. 


Meanwhile there still are considerable deficiencies in the creation and activities 
of subsidiary enterprises and emall industries in agriculture. Oblispolkoms, 
rayispolkoms, the BSSR Ministry of Agriculture, and local planning and economic 
authorities are not taking sufficient organizational and practical measures for 
fuller use of local raw material resources and for expansion of the capacities of 
subsidiary enterprises and emall industries to increase the output of food and other 
consumer goods. Anaually up to 150,000 tons of apples and 100,000-120,000 tons 

of vegetables do not find a market on kolkhozes, sovkhozes, and among the populace 
and are used to feed livestock. The pickling and fermenting of vegetables, soaking 
of apples, and @anufacture of canned goods and other types of products made from 
perishable raw @gaterials has not been organized at the majority of the specialized 
farms belonging to the oblast dairy and vegetable trusts at sovkhozes, the Minskaya 
Oblast Vegetable Sovkhoz Trust, and the republic gardening trust. Few household 
and non-foodstuff consumer goods are produced from such local raw materials as 
wicker, crochet, ceramic, pottery, and leather articles, packaging materials, 
construction materials, and wooden items. 


The majority of kolkhoz and sovkhoz subsidiary enterprises still are poorly equipped 


and receive no help in upgrading extant equipment, in supplying requisite materials, 
and in upgrading the qualifications of the kolkhoz farmers and sovkhoz workers 


occupied in these productions. 


The BSSR Council of Ministers tasked the BSSR Ministry of Agriculture, BSSR Gosplan, 
BSSR Goskomsel 'khoztekhnika, BSSR Gosenab, and the oblispolkoms to insure that the 
det ic (encies in organizing the activities of the subsidiary enterprises and smal! 
industries in agriculture noted in this decree are eliminated. 


The BSSR Ministry of Agriculture, in cogfunction with BSSR Gosplan, BSSR 

Goskomsel 'khoztekhnika, BSSR Gosenab, the oblispolkoms, and other interested 
ministries and departments, must develop and accomplish in 1981-1985 measures for 
further development of the subsidiary enterprises and emall industries in agriculture, 
having envisaged in then: 


-=processing of agricultural products; 


--mnufacture of wicker, crochet, ceramic, pottery, and other household and consumer 
goods items; 
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--production of local construction materials, wooden packaging materials, and carved 
wooden itema; 


-manufacture of products based on agreements with industrial enterprises. 


Proposale sade by BSSR Goaplan and the BSSR Ministry of Agriculture and coordinated 
with the oblispolkoms have been passed to establish taskings for 1981-1985 for 
construction of new and reconstruction of extant subsidiary enterprises and emi! 
industries and for product output. 


BSSR Gosplan, in conjunction with the BSSR Ministry of Trade, Belkoopsoyus [BSSR 
Cooperative Union], the BSSR Minietry of Agriculture, other interested ministries 

and departments, and with the oblispolkoms, gust determine the products list of 
non-foodatuffse consumer goods which can be produced from loca: tyres of raw materiais 
at the subsidiary enterprises and emall industries on kolkhozes, sovkhozes, and 

other agricultural enterprises and the volumes of manufacture of the aforementioned 


goods. 


it has been established that estimates of the volumes of product output by the 
subsidiary enterprises and emall industries in agriculture will be provided annually 
along with the republic's State Plan for Economic and Social Development. 


The BSSR Ministry of Agriculture, BSSR Gosplan, BSSR Goskomse! 'khoztekhnika, BSSR 
Gosenab, and the oblispolkoms gust allocate the requisite equipment, materials, 
fuel, and packaging materials based upon the estimated volumes of production of 
these products. 


The recommendation is that industrial enterprises sell to kolkhozes and interkolkhoz 
organizations excess and unused equipment, instruments, tools, materials, and 
production by-products, and to give them from their own resources materials and 
complementing equipment based upon the established norms for the manufacture according 
to agreements of the products required for the given enterprise. 


The BSSR Ministry of Procurements, BSSR Ministry of Trade, BSSR Ministry of the 
Food Industry, and Belkoopsoyuz gust imgprove the organization of procurements of 
the products manufactured by the subsidiary enterprises and small industries at 
kolkhozes, sovkhozes, and other agricultural enterprises. 


The BSSR Ministry of Agriculture, the BSSR State Committee for Vocational-Technical 
Education, and the oblispolkoms gust insure the training of the required numbers 

of qualified cadres for work at the subsidiary enterprises and small industries 

in agriculture, as well as raising the proficiency of the kolkhoz farmers and workers 
at sovkhozes and at other agricultural enterprises engaged at these productions. 


The oblispolkoms, the BSSR Ministry of Trade, and Belkoopsoyuz gust: 


--expand the sale to trade organizations of the foodstuffs and other household goods 
produced by the subsidiary enterprises and emall industries in agriculture; 


--ineure the systematic conduct of fairs for the goods produced by the aforementioned 
subsidiary enterprises and small industries to study the demand and supplies as 

well as to advertise ana to improve the sale of the products of the subsidiary 
enterprises and emall industries in agriculture. 
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The proposal is that the BSSR State Committee for Television and Radio Broadcasting 
and the BSSR State Committee for Publishing Houses, Printing Plants, and the Book 
Trade periodically illuminate the achievements of kolkhoses, sovkhozes, and other 
agricultural enterprises in fullest use of labor resources and of agricultural and 


other types of local raw materials and in the output of consumer and production 
goods.

cerpts) The legend about the OUN struggle "for Ukrainian state independence" 

med into the smoke of gas chambers guarded by the loathsome supporters of Rudolf 
Hess «~~ the Ukrainian fascists. They and their leaders knew well what was going on 
behind the barbed wire of Nazi concentration camps; they were well aware that 
together with Jews, Russians and children of other Buropean nations, thousands of 
Ykreinians were dying in fascist death factories, those Ukrainians who did not want 
to become slaves of the invader and declared a fearless war on him in the name of 
native land Liberation and the liberation of the whole Burope. They knew! They also 
knew that fascist Germany's victory would spell death for the whole Ukrainian 
nation, but, filled with baseness and without willpower, they served their Gestapo 
superiors taking care, first of all, of their own personal welfare and life. 


The responsibility for breeding bloodthirsty and treitorous instincts among the

not and could not have anything in common with the in 
nation appeared before their eyes. 


Volodymyr Orlenko used documentary material for writing “Operation without a Shot". 
He is an unusual author, one might say 4 perennial soldier, woo after the fiery 
roads between Moscow and Berlin did not rest but had to continue fighting to rid 
the Ukrainian territory of dirty scum and remains of the occupational regime once 
and for all. He did not invent anything, he describes episodes of struggle with 
Bandera's cut-throats which were deeply hidden in his memory. He is very familiar 
with the people about whom he writes, with the locality where the action takes 
place, he is able to convey language color beautifully and, if one could also mut 
it this way, the internal life color of his characters.

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Live portraits of communists and state security workers are outlined delicately. 
Notable among them is rayon committee secretary Yermolay Palyvoda whom I actually 
knew and respected for his unique, truly Zaporochyan-type of character and breve 
soul. The author did not change his name and therefore I think he left the real 
names of quite a few other positive and negative characters in his book. But we're 
not concerned with names only. 


Volodymyr Orlenko's merit is in showing why the nationalists were not able to chain 
tne people with fear, or stop them with bullets from building a new life, to choke 
the breath of Lenin's truth. The character of Mykola Mamchur provides an answer to 
this question. A member of the OUN, Mykola Mamchur finds himself in the Soviet 
Army towards the end of the war — his task is to reach the West and establish 
contact with the central leadership. But, becoming a Soviet soldier at first only 
for appearance's sake, he gradually becomes a true solder. Front existence, life 
with honest and battle-scarred soldiers, the joy of people welcoming Mamchur also 
as their liberator, -- all this influences hia, changes his political outlook, 
changes the former nationalist into a fighter of bandit hideouts and dens. It is 
apparent that upon meeting brave carriers of Lenin's truth a thinking individal, 
even if he was mistaken and defended positions hostile to Soviet society, is able 
to change and fill his life with the light of genuine truth. 


Volodymyr Orlenko is not a writer and yet his book of artistic and at the same time 


almost documentary sketches has gore social-political weight than some novels. He 
writes simply without those strictly verbal emotions used by inexperienced authors 
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in Uveir works, And, Wie ie moet important, Uroughout the book he follows the 
truth of horrible reality and the gestures of unappealing, hostile silhouettes, 
reves! o« the eprings and sechaniaws of Ukrainian nationalies in action, 

Llleel meting ite corrupt and servile nature. 


The plot in the book “Operation Without « Shot” is organized almost on ite own a6 
a whole story about the relationship of nationalist ringleaders at first with the 
heads of various Kanarics and Miller offices, and later with heads of Central 
intelligence Agency and intelligence service. However, this book reveals not only 
Ure myth about the independent and supposedly liberating role of the OUN, but also 
shows how infamously the “heroes” of midnight reids, robbers, hangmen and souldy 
bunker inhabitants disappeared inte nothingness. Watever was considered trash in 
the ideological sense became actual tresh and was swept away forever by the 
‘krainian people. 





Everything told by Orlenko happened long ago and will not happen again in the 
kreine, but in the present-day world almost boiling with chauvinistic affectations 
where fascist ferment is rising and in some places even exploding with poisonous 

rot, much books have instructive and warning purpose. Under the wings of American 
imperialian and Qhinese expansionies new nationalist griffins and carrion eaters 

are being hatched who would like to find food for themselves in our land also. 

Met the Soviet people, taught by tragic history, are ready to feed ther with iron 
and the fire of anti-fascist hatred. 


Examples of the aad and not so far off past in Volodyayr Orlenko's book help the 
young generation understand perhaps the sost important political truth of our 
century: Pasciem of whatever kind it may be is nothing elee but a nationalist 
idea reduced to madmess. Against the background of the recalled nightmare night 
filled with shadows of killers, the spiritual wealth of the Soviet person shines 
brighter and becomes more valuable ~~ the feeling of respect and love for the 
friendship nations of our Patherland and for 41) nations and workers in the world.
